“The 
moment an oleotric stove was 
installed in this -room-and an 
aporture mado-in the partywall 
undor tho ‘picture, all traces of 
damp'vanishod. ‘ 

Tho othor troublo was more 
difficult to deal with, for it proved 
to be chronic and yielded only 
tomporarily to regular troatment. 
Cavonaghi carriod his secrote 
with him to tho grave, but his 
euccossor, Signor Oreste Silvestri 
works oponly, making no attempt, 
to hide his methods, Indeed, ho 
may bu soon tenderly manipulat- 
ing his'dolicate pationt any day on 
his scaffold, Whether his mothod 
is a’ redigscovory of that of 
Cavenaghi or one — entiroly 
original, it is+proving oqually 
successful, and the Curriere gives 
a most valuable doscription of it. 

DIFFICULT WORK. 

The work is ticklish in the ex- 
treme, as it consists in securing 
to the wall tho small picces of 
Leonardo's paint which aro con- 
tinually bocoming detached from 
it., Oddly enough, the mouthod 
employad is distinctly modival in 
character, the principal instru- 
ment being a hypodermic syringe. 

‘Che yurgoon inserts the needle 

of his syringe between the thin 
strata. and the wall and: ejucts 
srom it. an essence of patrol, 
which spreads ‘about and satu: 
rates a broad area of the painted 
surface,- thus. rondoring . it, .by 
capillarity, able to absorb u sec- 
ond injection of moist resins. 
. This -pliant, clastic substanco 
rextores the adhesive quality, of 
the section of the, crust whieli is 
in dangor. . 

Ag soon ag tho adhesive matter 
holds firm, the portion that has 
been thua prepared is hoated by 
an vloctric process: it is then 
ironed. so as to strengthon and 
flatton it, after which the bright 
polish of tho varnish ‘is sponged 
off, Then, in order to strengthen 
tho work still further, Signor 
Silvostri edges each section as he 
completes it with a minute stucco 
bordor, using the very finest in- 
strumonts. In this way thore 
can be no doubt of tho securily of 
tho pleces restored. Tho picture is 
the n carefully ‘dusted with the 
finest of brushes to remove any 
adhoring particles and the crude} 
picces of white stucco that appoar 
in the surface are painted so as to 
harmonizo with the whole.. 

Any idea of restoring this 
wonderful mastorpieco to any- 
thing approaching its original 
condition has, ot courec, been out 
of tho question for gonerations. 
The full vigour of hoalthy man- 
hood has long vanished from it 
for ovor.. But ot least tho caro 
and skill Iavishod upon it during 
tho Inst fow yours aro succossful- 
ly prosorving for us what is left 
of this great heirloom ‘of tho 
Ronaissunco. *
